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THE LATEST NEW YORK TRAGEDY.
INQUEST BY CORONER WILDEY—ANTEUEDENTS OF
DECEABED—A LETTER FOUND O IS PERSON.

Coroner Wildey held an inquest yesterday
morning st the Fourtsenih Prw’mnt-gom,
Bpring street, in the case of Henry Bundy, I.hu
man who committed sulcide on Thursday night,
by shootisg himself tbrough the bead with »
navy revolver in fromt of No. 158 Ellzubeth
street, afier having attempted to kil his wife
Otterlie, as published in yesterday's Worid,
Bince the occurrence of the fearful eri;a&y
some of Lthe antecedents of deceased have
brought to light, It appears that Bundy waa 31
years of age, and & native of Germun{ In i8d8
under the name of Henry Kloechner, he enlisted
a8 A prnivate in the Garibaldl Guard, Thirty-
ninth regiment of New York State volunteers,
and had obtained for himsell & captain’s com-
misslon when the regiment was consolidated,
Bundy was mustered out of the service, und re-
turned 1o New York, Here he e ed in rafs-
ing an artillery regiment, and received a com-

migsion us major, aud served in the army until
thv end of the war.,

He then recelved an appointment as book-

mg;r ut the Btate prison, Sing Bing, but was

ed some months ago for his inlemperate
bhabits, Ba uently he enlisted as & private
in the Marine Corps at the Brooklyn Navy Yard,
and was soon made & corporal. He assumed
the pame of Willlam L. Bandv. At the time of
his death he was In the service, and had re-
celved a three daye’ furloogh for the purpose of
appearing before the Examiniow Board now in
session in ths city, he having applied lor a com-
miseion in ibe service. He was married about
five years but had no children, ﬂl! wile
was a waitergir]l in a German concert saloon
and, s8 nlleged, had had an Hlegitimate child
be'ore her marrisge to Bundy, which he did not
dtecover until afler marrisge.

On searching the person of decoased, a wallet
was found which contained a leiter written in
pencil ]{ldeoeued on the day of his death, and
almost {llegible. It was not signed, baf the
handwriting was identified as his writing, The
following is a copy of the letter:—

On his pereon was slso found the furlough
referred to above, sigoned by Colonel W. W,
Shuttleworth, commanding the post. The docu-
ment is dated on the Tih mst,, snd expired on
the 10th.

At the copclusion of the testimony taken
before the Coroner, the jury rendered a verdict
of suicide by shooting.

Mrs, Bundy's wound is pro sing well, and
she is not in any deonger. The remains of the
dereased were taken in charge b{ & number of
his former onmrades ip arms for interment,

The reeords of the Kssex Market Police Court
show that on Tumll{ last Mre. Bundy appeared
before Justice Shaudley at that Court and pro-
cured a warrant for the arrest of her husband,
on & charge of dlgorderly conduct., Mrs, Bundy
complained that on Monday evening last her
husband bad presented s pistol to her head and
thresteved to shoot her. Omne ot the coort
officers was entrusted wmith the warrant, but was
unsble to find the accused, snd the process
theretore, remains unexecuted. It also uppeared
that about four months ago the women made a
similar complaint against her husband.— N, Y.
Worid oy to-day.
